The Austrians suffered a severe defeat with very heavy losses 
in men and munitions. According to advices from Rome their ca- 
sualties amounted to 3,000 men killed and 5,000 wounded.

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3 ESTIMATED ALLIES 
HAVE CAPTURED J 
GERMAN MERCHANTMEN. 


London, Aug. 19 (6.55 a.m.)— 
The Daily Express ¢stimates 
that the number of large Ger- 
man vessela captured at sea by 
the British, French and Russian 
warships total 200, with a ton- 
nage of one miltion, and a value 
of $300,000,000. The paper says 
that there are still remaining at 
sea 500 German ships liable to 
capture at any moment. Thess 
have a total tonnage of 2,700,000, 
and a value of $700,000,000. 
These latter include 155 Ham- 
burg-American vessels, 120 
North German Lloyd, 65 Hansa, 
45 German Australian, 45 Ham- 
burg South American, 45 Ger- 
man Levant, 30 German Ameri- 
can Petroleum and 35 Woer- 
mann. 


Three Months at Most. 
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AUSTRIAN SOLDIERS 
ARE SHOT-AT PRAGUE; 
REFUSED TO FIGHT 


London, Aug. 19.—It is officially 
stated in Paris that the mobilization 
of the Austrian army was accompanied 
by much disorder, and even mutiny in 
many places, owing to the unpopularity 
of the war among many classes of 
people. This information is conveyed 
in & Paris despatch to the Daily Tele- 
grapb, which continues: 

“In many parts of Austria enthu- 
siasm for the war is completel lack- 
ing, and the people complain. bitterly 
against spending blood and money in 
an useless cause.” 

The official statement adds that a 
large number of Czech soldiers have 
been shot at Prague for refusing to 
fight, and that during the night of 
August 9 a whole Serb regiment of the 
16th Austrian army corps mutineed. A 
similar mutiny occurred in Bohemia.

NOT A PARTY QUESTION, 
BUT A CRISIS. 

From the parliament now in session at Ottawa the public 
of this dominion has a right to expect that, besides provision 
for Canada’s share of the brunt of the European war, the at- 
tention which the gravity of the situation demands be given 
the internal situation precipitated by the war, 

As a consequence of the sudden war, Canadians, particu- 
larly in the west, find themselves in a position which none 
could have anticipated. Large undertakings have been sud- 
denly brought to a standstill. Particularly is this true of rail- 
way construction, and most especially of the guaranteed rail- 
ways. 

Whether these guarantees were good policy or not is not 
now the question, The fact is that the guarantees were given 
and, rightly or wrongly, the dominion has become responsible 
for commitments sufficient to complete the enterprises. But 
through the fact that the bonds will not sell in a war market, 
construction has been brought to a standstill and the oppor- 
{unity for the most extensive employment in the country has 
heen wiped out at the very time whén it is most needed. 

The business of the dominion parliament should be to see 
that this work goes forward at once; if impossible in every 
other way, then by the issuing of greenbacks. 

The situation is one calling for heroic measures. If the 
Ottawa crowd have any statesmen among them they will rise 
{to the occasion, This is not a party question. It is a crisis. 


“SCIENTIFIC” WARFARE a 
IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. 

The barbarities which are the inevitable accompaniment 
of “civilized” warfare are commencing to make themselves 
apparent in Europe. Belgians tell stories of peasants in the 
war area hanging to trees, gruesome evidence of the German 
vindictiveness against the people whose homes they are deso- 
lating. From Poland comes the report of a German proclama- 
tion which warns the populace of that unhappy country that 
should they offer any resistance to the German column di- 
rected against Warsaw the Germans will avenge themselves 
by executing every tenth man of the entire population. But 
from Great Britain come sthe most ghoulish story of them all, 
the story of a German spy arrested with a vial in his possession 
containing millions of cholera germs. 

Fifteen hundred to two thousand years or so ago infect- 
ing the enemy’s country with some deadly plague was count- 
ed great strategy in war. Even as late as the fifth and sixth 
centuries the German and French armies which kept continual- 
ly crossiity the Alps to lay waste Lombardy and the other nor- 
thern provinces of Italy, and to besiege and occasionaiiy cap- 
ture Milan, Rome and Florence, found their ranks repeatedly 
devastated by cholera and other plagues which they believed 
were introduced into their camps by their various enemies. 
Until quite recently, however, this method of warfare has been 
forgotten, or at least not resorted to. But those who followed 
(be Balkan struggle at all closely will have no difficulty in re- 
membering that outbreaks of cholera kept making their ap- 
pearance most mysteriously in the camps of the Balkan allies 
fighting the Turks. Now, if the story can be credited, there 
is the spy caught in London with sufficient bacilli in his pos- 
Session lo turn the metropolis into a literal hell-hole of seeth- 
ing misery.

There may also some- 
times be a tendency for rather high 
values to be placed on the assessment 
roll, because of the desire for a large 
revenue at a low rate of taxation and 
to show a large total assessment. It 
is needless to say that these practices 
are dangerous, They not only destroy 
the proper basis on which the finances 
of the municipality should stand, but 
they also tend to Injure the credit of 
the municipality, 

“Great care should be taken that the 
municipality does not go too far and 
too fast in providing for probable 
growth. While it is In order to make 
a certain amount of preparation for fu- 
ture growth, some municipalities have 
a good deal of trouble in connection 
with their finances because they have 
provided for an expected growth that 
did not materialize; thus putting on a 
heavy burden of taxation that is now 
interfering with municipal develop- 
ment, There 1s also a tendency to is- 
sue debentures for what are really spe- 
culative purposes, such as the develop- 
ing of some natural resources which 
the municipality is supposed to have. 
Along with this come the temptation to 
spend money for the purpose of at- 
tracting Industries. This again is a 
speculative venture. An industry that 
has: to be induced to come in this way 
is very seldom successful and the usual 
result of speculative ventures of bon- 
using industries {s that the municipall- 
ty not only loses the money spent, but 
also loses, to a certain extent, its bust- 
ness reputation. 

“The {ssulng of debentures for road 
and bridge building is very often good 
business on the part of rural municl- 
palities, particularly rural municipall- 
lies In the newer parts of the dominion. 
If pioneers are to make their improve- 
ments on curregt peyenue ghey must of 
necessity burden themselves fairly hea- 
vy, and it will take them quite a num- 
ber of years to accomplish the improve- 
ments which they should have. Our 
Pioneers have wany troubles to con- 
tend with, in addition to transportation 
difficulties, and it is only fair that 
much of the needed improvements 
should be made by monies raised by 
debenture issues thus giving the pre- 


| Sent ratepayers the benefit of these im- 


provements without delay and requir- 
ing that those who come after them 
should shoulder some of the burden. 
No one thing will do more to help build 
up the business and social welfare of 
the rural districts and hinder that 
crowding into cities, from which Can- 
ada is even now suffering, than easy 
means of transportation and money 
spent for this purpose will bring good 
returns, 

“Ifa municipality has its ASS@SS- 
ment, taxation and business adminis- 
tration on a sound basis these things 
will go a long way towards securing 
4 good market for its debentures, and 
usually 
of sufficient size to warrant them be- 
ing placed on the larger markets, there 
are probably no more attractive or safe 
investments than rural municipal de- 
bentures Issued by a municipality that 
is carrying on business along 
lines,” 


MANITOBA FEDERAL 
LOAN LIKELY TO BE 
GRANTED AT OTTAWA 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 

Ottawa, Aug. 19—The request of 
Manitoba for a federal loan to carry on 
capital account will likely be granted. 
It is impossible at present to sell any 
securities In the world's financial cen- 
ters, but if a federal loan on provincial 
securties Is granted, Manitoba will re- 
sume expenditures on capital account. 

Sir Redmond Roblin had a long in- 
terview yesterday with Hon. W. T. 
White, finance minister, and Hon. Rob- 
ert Rogers, when the question was dis- 
cussed, While no definite arrange- 
ment was arrived at, Hon. Robert Rog- 
ers Biates that there is every possibil- 
ity of the loan belng granted.

Russia the other would preserve a be- 
nevolent neutrality until the end of the 
contest, but If Russia became involved 
in any way then both would act-in 
common. 

An alliance between France and Rus- 


and Austria, but directed against Ger- 
many, was concluded a few years ago. 

About three years after the alliance 
between Austria and Germany was 
concluded Italy became a party to the 
treaty of alliance with Germany. and 
Austria. Italy's treaty with Germany 
is directed against France, and provides 
that in case either is engaged in war 
with France the other will nrake com- 
mon cause and conclude a common 
peace. In case either nation ts involved 
with a country other! than France, & 
benevolent neutrality will be preserved 
by the nation not at war, Italy’s agree- 
ment with Austria is similar, 

The treaties contain provisions that 
they are entered into from a stand- 
point of defence and not for aggression. 
These also are written Instruments, 
This combination of Germany, Austria, 
and Italy is known as the triple alll- 
ance. 

When Ggrmany’s growling navy be- 
gan to worry England a secret verbal 
agreement was entered into by that} 
country with France. It is supposed) 
by this agreement France would place 
her whole fleet in the Mediterran¢an to 
deal with the fleets of Austria and 
Italy, while England and Russia would 
put their feets in the North Sea and 
thereby protects the coasts of England 
and France. England was to furnish 
certain troops and possibly financial 
help. All this to be in the event that 
either France or Great Britain were at- 
tacked or involved im war with Ger- 
many. This arrangement between 
England, France and Russia is known 
as the triple entente. It makes_France 
and Russia fight for England on land 
while England fights for them on sea. 

In addition England has an alliance 
with Japan which provides that if 
elther becomes involved in war with 
another country except one with which | 
a general arbitration treaty exists, the | 
other shall give assistance with all her 
milltary power and a common peace 
shall be made. The United States has 
general arbitration treaties with both 
England and Japan. | 

In their application these treaties or | 
alliances have operated as follows: 
Austria declared war against Servia. | 
Servia was assisted by Russia, there- 
fore Germany immediately declared | 
war against Russia. This drew from) 
France a declaration of war against | 
Germany. England, according to her} 
agreement with France, followed suit.j 
All acted according to thelr agreements 
with the apparent exception of Italy. 

It is a question whether Italy, as a 
neutral at present, is not worth more 
to Germany and Austria than as a bel- 
ligerent. Italy as a belligerent would 
be shut off from the sea, as the pre- 
ponderance of French and English 
ships in the Mediterranean Js such that 
she could, even in combination with the 
Austrian navy, hope for little success. 

In so far as offensive action against 
France is concerned, the Ttallan-French 
frontier consists of high mountains and 
difficult passes, easy of defence on tha 
part of the French. To atack or hold 
these passes against France ana pro- 
tect. her coasts, Sicily and Sardinia, 
would take every available man of 
Italy’s army. 

With Italy neutral, however, the Aus- 
trian-Italilan frontier is kept inviolate. 
Italy {s not cut off from the sea, and 
she may engage in commerce with 
whom she wishes. She can send rail- 
road trains loaded with merchandise, 
food and supplies to Austria.
